UF STARVATION 


Thousand Indians Are Now Face 
to Face with Death, 


WHITE MEN KILLED GAME 


No Flesh for Food or Furs for 
Clothing Left the Indians—Mrs. 
Smith Has Given All and 
Appeals for Further 
Assistance. 


Tacoma, Wash., November 11.—Mrs. 
James Smith, just returned from Cook 
inlet, Alaska, says that fully half of the 
thousand indans of that section, com- 
prising five tribes, are slowly dying of 
starvation. The influx of white pros- 
pectors has resulted in the killing off of 
much game, with the result that the In- 
dians are deprived of flesh for food and 
furs for clothing. They dried salmon last 
summer, but not enough to last through 
the season, and winter finds 400 to 600 
of them without enough food to last un- 
til December. 

Mrs. Smith. who is a wealthy miner's 
wife, divided her stock of provisions with 
the destitute Indians and now appeals 
for further aid. Most of these Indians 
belong to the Russian church, but it is 
powerless to help them. Unless provi- 
tons are vent dy ‘steamer at once, she

London, November 12.—According to The 


Dally Mail, a scheme of army reform of | 


a very sweeping character will come Into 
operation early next year. 

“The scheme,“ says The Daily Mail, 
‘‘will make the British private a trained 
soldier. Instead of a system giving the 
recruit mainly. a hougemaid’s work, and 
allowing no more than six weeks of mili- 
tary training, he will in future get ten 
months of scientific drilling, all fatigue 
and orderly duties being performed by a 
special corps of time expired men. 

„The first four months will be devoted 
to company training, including scouting, 
entrenching, bridging and taking cover. 
The second four months will be used in 
‘battalion maneuvers attacking and de- 


| tending positions and- field firing. Two 


months will be given to grand maneuvers 
eon a war scale. The remaining two 


months of the first year will Be een 


by furtoughs. 

‘The greatest atténtion will be devoted 
to marksmanship, and the allowance of 
ammunition will be greatly increased. Ar- 
tillery training will also be improved. 
The war office is now acquiring control 
of large tracts of land in various parts 
of the country for training grounds. 


TO UNITE AMERICAN LATINS. 


That Seems To Be Object of Spanish- 
American Congress. 

Madrid. November 11.—The secret ses- 
sions of the Spanish-American congress 
will begin tomorrow. They will be de- 
voted to the study of various propositions 
for the development of the commercial! 
relations between Spain and Latin Amer- 
ica. The press today warmly welcomes 
the delegates in language which ia cir- 
cumapect, showing no hostility toward 
the United States, but upholding the 
neceasity of the unity of the Latin fam- 
ly w America.

Washington, November 11.—The total 
expenditure by the yovernment on ac- 
count of the Indian service from March 
4, 1789, up to and including July 30, 1900, 
has been $368,358,217, according to the an- 
nual report of Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs William A. Jones. The expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year ended last July 
amount to $10,175,107. Of this amount at 
least $3,330,000 was devoted to the cause 
of Indian education. The report depre- 
cates the ration system, annuity pay- 
ments and the leasing of allotments. 

The Indian population of the United 
States is about 267,900, of which 45,270 re- 
ceive a daily ration. Nearly two-fifths 
of the number receiving rations belong to 
the great Sioux: nation. The ration has 
been gradually reduced in the past few 
years in accordance with the policy of the 
Indian bureau. If the Indians’ claim for 
full rations as a right is conceded, the 
commissioner predicts that the time when 
they will be self-supporting lies in the 
very distant future, if it comes at all. 
A number of the Indians also are as- 
sisted by occasiondl issues, and at sev- 
eral agencies the old and Indigent are 
provided for. These aggregate about 12,- 
9 <Altogether there are 67,570 Indians 
receiving subsistence in some degree, ex- 
clusive of Indian children in boarding 
rechoolez. The. commlssloner urges that the 
indiscriminate issue of rations should stop 
at once. The old and helpless, he says, 
crhould be provided for, but rations should 
be issued to the able bodied. only for la- 
bor, while those who have been educated 


in Indian schools should depend entirely | 


on thelr own resources. Annuities dis- 
tributed last year aggregated $1,507,543, 
the per capita ranging from. $255 down to 
3) cents. The report says that large 
money payments to the Indians are de- 
moralizing in the extreme. They de- 
gra le the Indians and corrupt the whites: 
they induce pauperism and scandal and 
crime: they nullify all the good effects 
of years of labor.“ The report says: 
“There is now in the treasury to the 
credit of Indian tribes , 317. 95. 00 draw- 
ing interest amounting annually to $1,646,- 
485.96. Besides this several of the tribes 
have large incomes from leasing and 
other sources. It is a safe prediction that 
so long as these funds exist the Indians 


| will be the prey of designing people.

| City Detectives Catch the Blind Tiger 


and Patrolmen Arrest the Man 


with the Coke—Cases To 
Be Tried This At.

City detectives and police made two ro- 
markable cases yesterday, one against 
a negro for running a blind tiger with his 
bootblack stand, and the other against a 
negro for peddling dope. 

Milton Johnson, who claims to be the 
champion bootblack of Atlanta, was lock- 
ed up, two city detectives charging that 
he offered the extraordinary inducement 


on Sunday of supplying his customers | 


with liquor. - 

Tolbert Smith was locked up by a po- 
liceman on the charge of retailing co- 
caine from a cigar box to the negroes on 
Decatur street Saturday night. 

No two such cases were ever made in 
the city court before, and the evidence 
which will be brought out when they are 
tried before the recorder this afternoon 
will develop into two interesting stories 
of police record. / 

Both negroes deny the charge against 
them, but the officers state that they have 
evidence to convict them. 

The city charge as docketed against 
Johnson, the blind tiger bootblack negro, 
in disorderly conduct; and the charge 


\docketed against Smith is doing business 


without a license. In both cases there 
may be a state charge, as Johnson might 
be convicted of running a tippling house, 
and Smith of selling poison. 

The officers have been looking for both 
negroes a long while. It was suspected 
that somebody was selling whisky near 
the Union Depot, and that somebody else 
was doping the negroes on Decatur street 
every night at reduced rates. |

Atlanta Boy Was Wounded Nine 
Times During Boer War. 


— — — 


SPEAKS LIGHTLY of HIS PART m WAR 


Mr. Curran Is Well Known in Atlan- 
ta and Will Doubtless Be 
Warmly Welcomed. 


Edward Curran, a well-known Atlanta 
boy, who Was one of the prominent 
American scouts with the army of Gen- 
eral Roberts in south Africa, is now en 
route to this city. He arrived in Boston 
Saturday and left the same day for At- 
lanta. He will probably reach here this 
morning. : 

The Atlanta friends of Mr. Curran fol- 
lowed closely his career in south Africa, 
which hag extended overva period of six 
years. He left Atlanta for the purpose 
of engaging in the bridge building busi- 
ness in the Transvaal. 
Jameson raid and otherwise has tigured 
prominently in south African affairs. 
‘He was considered one of the most 
skijiful scouts in the British army and 
performed a number of daring feats for 
the English which won for him the praise 
and admiration of his officers. 


He was wounded nine times during the 


war with the Boers. Five of those were 
dangerous, one being a bad slash from 
a saber which laid Mr. Curran in the 
hospital for several weeks. Upon an- 
other occasion he lost a thumb as the 
result of the accuracy of the Boer fire. 

The following dispatch from Boston 
tells of the arrival and departure of Mr. 


Curran in that city: 

Boston, Mass., November 11.—(Special.) 
One of the prominent American scouts 
of General Roberts's south African forces 
passed through t is city ‘vesterday on his 
way to Atlanta, Ga- his He is 
Trooper Edward Curr z 

Horse, and he Was: 
good authority, the first 
scouts to enter Pretoria. 

Trooper Curran was outspoken in his 
admiration of the Boer general, Dewet. 
He cited as an instance of the elusive 
nature of this shifty Boer cavalryman: 

“When we were at Diamond Hill word 
was passed along the line that our lines 
had completely surrounded Dewet and in 
the morning we could bag them. Rut 
when dawn appeared Dewet and his men 
were safely intrenched on a kopje outside 
of our lines and he had the impudence 
to shell the very troops that thought 
they had hemmed him in during the same 
night. How he got out we don't know. 
but they are still figuring it out at the 
British war officd at London. We'll know 
later. 

When asked about his own part in the 
south African war, he sald: 

“Tam an American and six yeara ago 
I went to the Transvaal to follow up my 
business, that of an iron bridge builder. 
I took part in the Jameson raid and when 
Il saw this war had to come I enlisted 
and saw eighteen months’ service. I 
was in seventeen engagements and twen- 
ty-two skirmishes. 

Curran says he was wounded from five 
to nine times as he put it, that is, he 
said there were five bad jobs on me 
and four more little affairs that only 
I got a bad saber slash, 
had my thumb shot off and had a bull's- 
eye made of my chest, but I am back to 
the land of Dixie and Yankee Doodle, 
thank God.“

Now 
that we are sure of years of prosperity 
ahead of us, the south will attract mil- 
lions of people and many more millions 
of money, and we will see thousands of 
well tilled farms where we now have 
paralytic plantations.

Useful Information. 

A cloth saturated with tincture of lobe- 
lia wrapped around a threatened feion 
will probably kill it. 

Ink and iron rust stains can generally 
be removed by rubbing with lemon juice 
or strong vinegar, covering with salt and 
exposing to the sun. Repeat if neces- 
sary. 

Spirits of turpentine well rubbed on tar 
stains will remove them. 

Clinkers in stoves or fireplaces may be 
removed by burning oyster shellg on top 
of the glowing coal. 

Chloride of lime mixed with grease and 


applied with a brush or mop around the 


base of the trunk. will prevent insects 
from crawling up and attacking the tree. 
A weak solution of chloride of lime in 
water sprinkled over growing bies 
will preserve them from slugs, bugs, cat- 
erpillara, etc. Mildew on cloth will dis- 
appear by dipping in a solution of one 
teaspoonful of chioride of lime in a quart 
of water and exposure to bright sun- 
light. 

Tea stains on linen can be removed by 
pouring boiling water through the stains. 

Salt and water applied liberally to the 
scalp occasionally is said to prevent the 
hair from falling. 

Old paint stains on carpets, clothes, etc., 
should firat be covered with butter or 
Olive oll and then removed by rubbing 
with chloroform. 

A generous bowlful of powdered char- 
coal should always be in the refrigerator 
to keep it pure and sweet. Ar charcoal 
absorbs and retains gases and odora, it 
should be renewed frequently. 

Kerosene rubbed over iron will prevent 
rust. It wil also soften and preserve 
leather. : 

Bensine aprinkled occasionally over car- 
peta, upholatery, etc., will deatroy moths, 
Never use bensine near a firelight.

And that is the faith of the 
whole Catholic world to this day. The 
great Protestant reformers of the ix- 
teenth century were not entirely weaned 
ficm all the errors of Rome, and nearly 
all ot them believed substantially as did 
Catholics concerning infants dying un- 
baptised. At the clore of the sixteenth 
century the whole Christian world was 
practically one in having serious. doubts 
as te the salvation of the children of 
heathen and infidel parents who died in 
infancy. But the heart was mightier than 
jogia; and in every part cf Christendom 
there was manifested a deposition to 
shrink from the logical cousequences of 
the horrible heresy of baptismal regenera- 
ti, No one was willing to say that a 
little da de could suffer the full pemaities 
of eternal hell.

Now, this is the 
odiouy* doctrine which some people are 
anxious to deduce from our confession.

the third paragraph of the tenth chap- | 


ter of the Confession, the whole of which 
reads as follows: “Elect infants, dying 
in infancy, are regenerated and saved 
by Christ through the spirit, who work- 
eth when and where and how He pleaseth. 
So also are all other elect persons, who 
are incapable of being outwardly called 
by the ministry of the Nord.“ And 
how do they manage to make that para- 
graph teach that some infants who die 
in infancy are lost? That paragraph 
tells how children and other incapables 
are saved, but it makes no mention of 
any one being lost. The chapter as a 
whole is devoted to telling how elect peo- 
ple are saved, and it divides the saved 
into two classes, to-wit, those who are 
of sane mind aud responsible age, and 
who are saved by their intelligent ac- 
ceptance of Christ in the use of the 
word of God; and, secondly, those who 
die before they reach a condition of moral 
accountability, and who are, therefore, 
saved by Christ through the apirit with- 
out that ordinary means. That third 
paragraph speaks of elect infants“ prop- 
erly in order to distinguish them from 
non-elect infants, because millions of 
infants grow up to mature years and die 
rejecting Christ, thereby demonstrating 
that they were not elect. It speaks of 
“elect infants, dying in infancy,” in or- 
der to distinguish them from the elect 
infants who do not die in infancy, be- 
cause myriads of.elect infants grow to 
maturity and are brought to Christ by the 
ordinary means. How, then, can the ob- 
jections make that paragraph teach that 
some infants dying in infancy perish? 
They accomplish this piece of legerde- 
main in two ways, first, by disamember- 
ing the paragrapu which deprives it of 
its plain intent and meaning; and, sec- 
ondly, by insisting that the fact that 
this paragraph is silent as to whether or 
not all infants who dle in infancy are 
saved it must therefore, of necessity, 
mean that some infants are not saved at 
all. Both of these methods of discrediting 
our confession are illogical and unfair. 
By dismembering the first sentence of 
the paragraph, leaving out all of the 
second sentence and ignoring the entire 
aim and purpose of the whole chapter, 


the confeasion is made to teach both non- | 


sense and error. If one really desires to 
know precisely what the confession does 
teach, he must not garble it and misa- 
treat it in this fashion. Like every other 
document, it has a right to be considered 
as a whole. The patagraph under con- 
sideration means what it says, and says 
what ite authors meant. Its plain pur- 
pose ie not to tell how many people are 
saved, or what sort of people are not 
saved, but simply to show that some of 
the elect are saved in one way and the 
belance of them in a different way.

We thus see how fvoolizh and wrong it is 
to attempt to understand the confession, 
or any other document, when its state- 
ments are dismembered and only, a part 
of one of those statements is considered. 
I am willing to concede that not only 
some intelligence, but also some fairness 
of spirit and some careful attention of 
mind are necessary to grasp correctly 
the statements of our creed. The very 
logical exactness which we find in the 
language employed by the Westminster 
divines is sometimes confusing to persons 
accustomed to loose and popular forms 
of expression. A statute framed by an 
able lawyer and enacted by à legislative 
body after careful consideration and 
amendment will often seem lacking in 
clearness to a mere beginner in law just 
because it was worded so as to mean 
and made very exact. 
It is perfectly plain that the framers of 
the confession had no intention of stating 
whether all little children who die in 
infancy are saved or not. They give no 


expression at all on that point one way 


or another, They assume as certain that 
there will be little chikiren in heaven; 
and knowing that all who reach heaven 
In any way are of the elect, they refer 
to them very properly as elect infants 
who die in infancy. But as te whether 
there are to be any children dying in 
infancy who do not reach heaven ¢t 
do not so much as offer an intimation of 
their opinion. . 

But this silence of the confession in 
regard to the salvation of all who die 
in infancy is most severely criticised by 
many good people. They seem to think 
it was an unpardonable omission on the 
part of the Westminster divines; that it 
they believed all such infants are saved 
they would surely have said as much, 
and that their not having said 80 is 
conclusive proof that they did believe 
in the damnation of all babes dying un- 
baptized. Can we assign no other rea 
son fer their silence except this one? 
Does un mere failure to assert a given 
proposition always mean that we regard 
that proposition as false? Surely not. 

Ii {gs probably true that there waa not 
more than a mere handful of men in that 
great assembly who seriously doubted the 
salvation of any ttle babe that died in 
infancy. But the majority of them evi- 
dently doubted the wisdom of putting 
thelr opinions in the creed they were 
making. There was certainly no urgent 
necessity for doing 0. Moreover, the 
great majority of Christians then living
